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A Fish-Catching Cat. 



An instance of extraordinary animal 
instinct and intelligonco is reported 
from Ellondale, Ulster county. Mrs. 
Sarah Brown, of that village, has a 
largo Maltese eat thai is the mother of 
threo kittens now nearly half grown. 
It was noiiectl lately that the old oat 
was regaling her offspring with sumo 
lino specimens of perch ami sunfish, 
which sho brought in nice and fresh 
daily, ono day coming in with seven. 
Sho was watched and it was found that 
sho caught the fish herself in Paulino 
millpond, near the village. The pond 
had been drained down quite low latoly 
and the cat would crouch down at the 
edge of the water and when it tlsh came 
along within reach she would spring 
upon it in the water and rarely miss 
hor aim. She struck the fish first with 
her claws, and then dipped hor head 
under the water, took her prey in hor 
mouth and swam ashore. 

Besides fish, the cat serves her fami- 
ly with birds, not less than two of 
which sho provides every day. The 
most remarkable fact about the cal, 
however, is the system she has adopted 
in feeding Iter kittens. When she 
cotuos iu with a small meal she will not 
permit any miscellaneous scrambling 
after it, by which one kitten might get 
more than its mates, hut sho lays the 
fish or bird before ono of the young 
onos. The other two she obliges to re- 
main quietly at a distance whiie iheono 
is eating, enforcing her authority 
against any protest on their part by 
frequent cullings. When the kitten has 
Baton one-third of the meal, the old cat 
romovos the dinner and places it iu 
front of another kitten which oats its 
third unmolested, when the third kit- 
tea's turn comes. Tim kitten that is 
served first on ono day becomes hist on 
the list the next day, and that rotation 
is maintained wkh unvarying impar- 
tiality day afl#r day.—Middkloioii(N, 
Y.J Cor. New York Worlil. 

' Jlow It Is Done. 

A clork in a New York store, receiv- 
ing |1,000 a year, supports himself, 
wifo and child, and saves part of his 
income This is how the wife speaks 
of the management at home: "When 
wo were married we made up our 
minds to live so as to he aide to put 
something in the bank each month, and 
wo have not yet failed to do so. W'u 
figure that o#r if 1,000 a year gave us 
about $2.73 a day, and we based all 
our estimates of expenses on that. 'Wo 
pay $20 a month for this Hat, and wo 
rent out the front parlor for a month, 
which brings our rent down to £12 a 
month, or ahotiL forty cents a day. 
The landlord pays tho water bill for 
the wholo building, and as wo do not 
burn gas we have no gas bills. 'The 
oil that wo burn costs us 30 cents a 
mouth in the winter, and, of course, 
much less than that in tho summer. 1 
do my own housework, and therefore 
wo save the servant's wages and what 
tho servant win Ul waste. As for fuel, 
wo uso tea tons of coal a year, the av- 
erage cost of which last year was about 
$6.50 a ton, brought into tho building; 
that makes 17 or 18 cents a day. Ed- 
ward makes a good deal of fun about 
my buying tho provisions for our table, 
because 1 will not lot the cost of what 
wo eat go above a certain amount each 
week. Sonic days wo do not eat any 
buttor, other days wo go without milk, 
and in warm weather wo only have 
meat once in four or live days. 1 spend 
?4 a week and no more for provisions."

THE MINERAL QUESTION. 

It would soem useless to discuss with 
our morning contemporary any question 
of importance, for instead of endeavoring 
to grasp the subject by argument thu 
[Standard eitlter shirks tho question, or 
makes misstatements. Finding itself 
forced into a corner upon tho mineral 
question, it accuses us of suppressing tho 
fact that the Dominion {jives forty acres 
and the province only twenty. The charge 
is simply false. In our Friday's issuo it 
was expressly stated that tho Standard 
"urgod that the Dominion provisions are 
more liberal in that forty acres aro al- 
lowed and live dollars per acre is tho price." 
Such favorable criticism is defective in be- 
ing but a partial statement of the true nature 
o? these regulations. The provincial law, 
it is true, allows but 1500 feet by 000 (20 
acres). The 1500 foot, however, are along 
the lode or vein and tho miner has the 
right to allj veins, lodes and ledges through- 
out their entire depth, the tup of which 
lies inside tho surface lines, although in 
their course downward they may extend 
outside the vertical side lines of tho loca- 
tion. "We then wont on tu point out that the 
Dominion regulations limited the bound- 
ary lines beneath the surface to be the 
vertical planes of the surface boundaries, 
and reasoned out how much more favour- 
able and liberal the Provincial law was in 
giving to the miner the full fruits of his 
discovery and labor by allowing him the 
right to follow his lode to any depth, 
although it might go outside tho sido 
lines. Not one word uf argument is 
offered to controvert our position except 
the gross inaccuracy alluded to, and ex- 
cept some language imputed to Sir David 
Macpherson which, if uiterud by him, 
does not echo the miner like view of tho 
question, or give any substantial reasons 
for preferring the Dominion policy. Tho 
United States law is identical with that 
of British Columbia; it is based upon the 
tho wishes of the miners, is definite in 
character and has worked well for many 
years. It is also in accordance with the 
views of British Columbia miners who 
through their representatives havo adopt- 
ed it. The regulations advocated by the 
Standard would deprive the miner of tho 
just reward of discovery, labor, and en- 
terprise, and would prevent his sellirio to, or 
alliance with those who otherwise would 
bo disposed to invest capital in further- 
ance of mining enterprises. Take the 
illustration of the discovery of u lode, of 
sullicient work done to establish its valu- 
able character, of it business-like ar- 
rangement by which capitalists would 
assist in the erection of expensive min- 
ing machinery; of the successful and 
profitable prosecution of the develop- 
ment of tho lode up to the side lines; and 
then the cancellation of the right to con- 
tinue operations, and the giving of that 
right to some person who never was en- 
ergetic enough to attempt to make dis- 
.covory, or invest capital, but who was ly- 
ing by waiting like Micawber for some- 
thing to turn up, and who, upon learning 
the lode was going beyond the lines, was 
prepared to reap the advantage of the 
labor enterprise and investments of other 
men. Would such a law be justi Would 
it he calculated to encourage quartz min- 
ing. Nay, rather would it not paralyze 
uvory effort in that direction? — yei, such 
is the policy tho nation -maker advocates — 
and ho is doubly wrong, first in his ad- 
vocacy of such principles, and secondly 
in conceding to the Dominion the right to 
make regulations at all — even if our own 
laws wore faulty, they can always bo im- 
proved by ourselves without reference to 
Dominion legislation . The provincial laws 
are at the present date the output of the 
combined experience and good sense of 
the mining community. Wo doubt if 
they are susceptible of much improve- 
ment, and whenever attempt shall be 
made in that direction it, would beat the 
hands of the miners themselves. But 
why give away with the greatest flippancy 
and as not worth tho having, a power, 
which while possessed by ourselves, can 
always be moulded in a way consonant 
with our best intelligence — granted fur 
the sake of argument merely, that the 
Dominion regulations are better than the 
provincial, fa that to bo the reason for 
waiving our rights to prescribe our 
own regulations'/ Is the question of ex- 
pediency to determine whether the mining 
law within the railway belt is to be Domin- 
ion or provincial? We cannot think so, 
and have bud sullicient experience in the 
past, at the bauds of the nation maker to 
teach us that temporary expediency is not 
the guide to action. The rendering up of 
the free port was one scheme which for a 
long period brought about commercial dis- 
aster. The acceptance oJ the federal tariff 
before completion of the transcontinental 
railroad was another. In both, the moving 
hand was that of the nation maker. And 
in the present caso the editor of the Stan- 
dard would part with a provincial right, be- 
cause he considers must erroneously the 
Dominion regulations to be better than our 
own. JIo should be logical at the same 
time and boldly come out and dissent from 
tho provincial view that the Dominion can- 
not establish an original and appellate 
mining court. For our own part we shall 
always, to the best of our power, insist 
upon and advocate recognition of provincial 
rights— and while holding to them shall 
always bo ready to concede and confirm 
Dominion powers; but while upholding 
both within their proper spheros we shall 
always denanciate any attempt to minimize 
the province, especially when that effort be 
made by those who form members of our 
own community. 



THE EXPOSURE. 

The opposition, if such an organism 
exists, outside the admitted facts of a 
newspaper and a personage, do not soem 
to like our exposure of what they call 
their "policy," and yet the picture is 
drawn upon tho lines which they*thom- 
solvos traced. Perhaps they themselves 
did not reali/.e what they are doing until 
we held up their work, and themselves, 
before the eye of the public, for appre- 
ciation and judgment, it may be a ipios- 
tion, with some, whether tho opposition 
net from dishonest or corrupt motives, 
or from mistake or error; all we now say 
is, that, every charge in oar indictment of 
them can be distinctly proved by refer- 
ence tO tho columns of our morning con- 
temporary. Thoy may evade argument, 
eimcoiiKo themselves hi a column of ir- 
relevant quotations, or try to confuse the 
public mind by an appearance of partial 
BObiniftsion and amendment, but the 
broad linen .ami dark shades of their policy 
cannot I)0 oapuilgotl from those columns. 
The opposition Boom to bo now, pretty 
much what tlioy were when in ollico, in- 
dolent, vindictive, feeble, cowardly, 



splenetic, the only difference being that 
they were thon, negatively, instead of 
actively disloyal. In charging tho op- 
position with disloyalty to the province, 
wo do not use an epithet but wo state a 
fact. There aro matters in both public 
and privato life in which the highest duty 
of a man is to bo silunt and inactive, if 
ho cannot act with those who support and 
shelter him, and among whom he remains. 
Such an occasion is that of tho attack now 
made by tho federal government on our 
provincial rights and territory. It is 
lamentable that a local newspaper, and a 
lucal faction, should bo actively hostile to 
British Columbian interests in this 
emergency. Wo aro a small and not over 
woalthy community, and tha issue of the 
dispute is very important to us, but is not 
of any great consequence to the Dominion. 
Tho cause of this faction's hostility on tho 
part of the ragged renegadoes of the op- 
position, probably, is not far to seok. 
Their conduct, when in office, was such 
that they cannot now obtain much sup- 
port from the public. In default of that 
support, actuated by sinister ambition, 
and finding nothing in tho sound manage- 
ment and brimming treasury of tho 
present government to give any oppor 
tunity of assault, thoy take a course to 
satisfy their desires, which honor must 
condemn. Thoy support Canada in all 
her pretensions and claims. "Canada and 
Provincial Subordination 1" "Canada and 
Trespass I" "Canada and the Precious 
Metals I" "Down with tho Provincial 
Mining Act i"' those aro strange cries for 
a political party in this province. Small 
wonder if men ask, whether any "op- 
position" exists, in the true sense of the 
term, or whether, as we suggest above, 
there aro only a newspaper aud a man — 
tho one feeble and fatuous, thu other 
doleful and disappointed, but using poli- 
tics to secure tha continued rental of his 
Chinese tenements and to got his heavy 
bill against the province paid !

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 25. — In the house of com- 
mons last night the Franchise Kill passed 
its tirst reading without a division, It will 
come up for its second reading ou Thurs- 
day. 

London, Oct. 25. — Sir Moses Monteflorc 
received hundreds of telegrums, congrat- 
ulating him on attaining his hundredth 
birthday. They came from all parts of the 
world, many from America. 

London, Oct. 'Jo. — An accident befell 
the Ducbessof Cumberland yesterday. As 
she was taking part in the bunt her horse 
fell through the plonking of the bridge 
upon the stones below. The Duchess was 
thrown to tho ground underneath the 
bridge. She Buffered only slight in- 
juries. 

London, Oct. 25. — The report that 
England was about to mediate between 
France and China, with a view to an 
amicable settlement of the present diffi 
culties, was altogether without founda- 
tion. The Chinese government has given 
immense orders for munitions of war 
from London, Berlin and other cities. Ar- 
rangements have been made for a consign- 
ment of heavy guns and small arms. Among 
purchases already made by China are five 
million cartridges which were made dur- 
ing-tho I'reuch -German war. These are 
no iv bamg shipped from London. Experts 
say that tho powder in these cartridges 
would at this late day be unable tu yield 
a bullet from the muzzle of a rille. 

Earl Granville, secretary of statu and 
foreign affairs, in acknowledging the: inti- 
mation of tho French blockade of the 
Island of Formosa, informed prime min- 
ister Furry that the British government 
reserve the right to question the validity 
of tho blockade, in as much as there has 
been formal declaration of war by France. 
The Army and, Navy Gazette declares the 
French unable to effect a blockade of the 
island. One-half of Admiral Courbet's 
squadron is required to guard Kelung and 
Tamsai and only seven vessels are there- 
fore left with which to attempt the block- 
ade. 

JAPAN. 

London, Oct. 25. — •fanpnucac advices 
state that the .Mikado lias informed tho 
European mission of the creation of the 
Japanesea peerage. This consists of 11 
princes, 24 marquises, 7f> counts, 37'1 vis- 
counts and 44 barons. 

FRANCE. 

Pakis, Oct. 25. — There havo been two 
more deaths from cholera at Yport. Phy- 
sicians discredit the allegation that the 
disease was brought to Yport by sailors. 
They believe it generated spontaneously at 
Yport through want, privation and drunken- 
ness and dirt prevalent there. 

Paris, Oct. 20. — Cabinet ministers this 
morning listened to Millet recount his 
operations in Tonquin, and aro entirely 
satisfied with his course. Millott ex- 
pressed the opinion that reports being 
received in regard to the present situation 
in Tonquin is much exaggerated, and thu 
French, ho said, wore strongly fortified 
and able to repulse any attack. 

Pakis, Oct. 25. — The government has 
decided to reinforce Gen. liiiero Delislu 
in Tonquin, and Admiral Oourbet com- 
manding operations against China, by 
fifteen thousand additional men. Orders 
havo been sent to Toulon to place trans- 
ports in preparation immediately, The 
French consuls in various towns in China 
havo been ordered to go to Shanghai, 
owing to tho menacing attitude of thu 
Chinese. 

Pauis, Oct. 25.— The Budget committee 
of the chamber of deputies has agreed to 
the reduction proposed by the cabinet. 
Tho total retrenchments in the budget for 
1885 will thus amount to fifty-six million 
francs. 

Paris, Oct. 25, — As Bernhardt has been 
ordered to tnko a rest it is feared that tho 
production of Stodons now play, "Theo- 
dorit" will bo postponed indefinitely.

GERMANY. 

— Tho Post says that 
Oyama, Japanese minister of war and 
officers visiting Germany with him, aro 
engaged in studying the administration 
of thu German war oflice. Thoy will ro- 
t urn to Japan by way of the United 
Sjtates. They havo adoptod every detail 
of the German system. Tho Post thinks 
l heir mission will coment tho friendship 
of Japan and Germany. It says thu Ger- 
man merchants would profit by tho plac- 
ing of German commercial resources in 
Japanese markots.

Covichan, whereby Mr. Edward 
Marrinor was killed: "Oil Thursday 
evening while Mr. Edward Marrinor .was 
drawing a lead of lumber in Cowichan 
with three horses, the leader became res 
live, and his Whipple tree getting loose on 
one side he started to run, tho two horses 
in thu rear following suit. Mr. Marrinor 
went out on the tongue to attacli tho 
Whipple treo, but fell forward between 
the two horses and was dragged n long 
distance, the reins having become untan- 
gled around his arm. He became free in 
front of Father Rondeau's, the horses pro- 
ceeding iu their career as far as Mr. 
Jayne'a store, Quamichaii, where they 
were arrested. Mr. Marriner was picked 
uo :., i--- 'I of Father Rondeau's in an in- 
sensible Btate. Tho Sisters of Mercy 
dressed t ho wound on his head, a largo 
gash, and Mr. Marrinor's friends im- 
mediately telegraphed for Dr. Walkom, cf 
this city, and Drs. Rowbottom and Davie 
of Victoria. The two first named arrived 
in the courso of the evening, but death 
had laid his cold hand upon his victim. 
Death was caused by fracture at tho huso 
of the skull. Mr. Marrinor was a pioneer 
of Cowichan, having settled there as 
early as 18li2. Ho was universally es- 
teemed as an honest, upright, hard work- 
ing gentleman. The Indians of Cuw- 
ichan wero particularly affected by his 
death and kept wailing the whole of 
Thursday night. His death has cast a 
gloom over the whole of Cowichan dis- 
trict.

people unaccounted with our laws and 
customs and equally careless in tho obser- 
vance of both. 

Having visited tho gaol wo would earn- 
estly recommend an addition apartment 
bo made to it for tho convenience and 
comfort of our very efficient and faithful 
officer, Mr. Frederick Hussey. 

We would also bring to your lordship's 
notice the necessity of a new court house 
for this district, knowing the present ac- 
commodations to bo totally inadequate as 
to 3paco and tin; building now in use is in 
no tlesiro condition. 

We entirely concur in your lordship's 
remarks as to tho repeal of the present 
act iu forco regarding tho nun voters being 
exempt from jury duty. 

We would therefore strongly recom- 
mend a change iu this act, whereby all re- 
sponsible residents of this district may 
be called upon to servo us jurors. 

In conclusion wo beg to convey to your 
lordship I he high appreciation in which 
you tire held ill this district, and trust 
that you may long be spared to preside 
ovo the administration of justic in (Ins 
province.

Cyrus W. Field was interviewed by a 
reporter of the New York Mail, and the 
following paragraph is taken from the re- 
port ' 

"I was especially desirous to visit Vic- 
toria, for my neice, the only daughter o 
my brother, David Dudley Field, resided 
at the government house there while her 
husband, Sir Anthony Ylusgrave, uow 
governor of Queensland, Australia, was 
governor of the province of British Co- 
lumbia. The sail on Pugot Sound fn in 
Taeoiua to Victoria occupied about four- 
teen hours, and is very delightful. The 
situation of Victoria at the southeastern 
extremity of Vancouver's Island is charm- 
ing, and 1 regretted that I could nwt take 
im-re time t-n enjoy the grand scenery- 
While there I received a dispatch from 
President Stephen, of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, inviting our party to go over 
his lines, and 1 had no time to Bparo. 
Much interest was manifested iu the 
Northwest, oil both sides of tho boundary 
in tho visits of tourists from the eastern 
part* of the United States and from Ifiu- 
ropo, and 1 hoVe no doubt that thu num- 
ber of tourists will annually increase. 
About 100 members of the liritish Science 
Association organized an excursion to the 
Rocky Mountains, you know, and their 
delight was like that of rollicking school- 
boys, although the party was composed of 
distinguished scholars and scientists. All 
Europeans wdio visit America give such 
reports of what they see that the desire 
of their friends to cross tho Atlantic ia ex- 
cited.''

Supreme Court. 

MUIRHEAD vs. I.AWSON. 

\ Friday, Oct. 17, 188-1. 

This is a case whore tho plain- 
till' had supplied the defendant, 
who ; is a contractor, with lumber 
which the defendant worked up in differ- 
ent buildings, but never paid fur. The 
plaintiff sued and obtained judgment; 
and the defendant, being examined, stated 
on oath that he had 1:0 debts due to him 
whichlcould be attacoetl, nor any property 
which the plaintiff could seino; and that 
fieri facias would he useless. But there were 
certain payments which might shortly bu- 
coinu due to him under his contracts. 
Tho plaintiff thereupon had procured an 
order dated 0th October, appointing him 
self receiver, until further order, without 
salary, of all monies thereafter coming 
duo to defendant; such monies to bo 
dealt with as tho court should direct. 

October, 1884, Mr. Drake, on bohalf 
of four or live of Lawson's unpaid work- 
men, asked under the above act. Chaptor 
8 of Act 1883, section 'J, is as follows: 
"Iu case of any writ fieri faciass or 
execution ag inst goods or hinds, any 
clerk, servaii , {laborer or workman, to 
whom tjho executive .debtor or person 
against whom the process issues is indebt- 
ed for salary or wages, may apply by 
summons in chambers to a judge of tho 
court out of which tho process issues; and 
it shall bu lawful for tho said judge 
* * . r to order so much as shall ho 
due to, such clerk, etc. . from tho execu- 
tion debtor for salary or wages not ex- 
ceeding three months arrears, to bu paid 
to th'o applicant, out of the proceeds, if 
any/, of the execution in preference to tho 
claim of tho execution creditor; and 
such sheriff or other'ofneer having charge 
of tho execution, shall obey such order 
'on pain of attachment." That tho re- 
ceiver might bu ordered to pay them in 
full, out tif any monies coining to him as 
receiver, before satisfying any portion of 
his own judgment debt, not exceeding 
three mouths arrears of wages. 

Mr. C. Wilson, contra, was not called 
on. 

Sir Mathew B. Begbie, C. J.— This 
provision is evidently founded on tho 
English Bankruptcy Acts, which charitab- 
ly provide that certain small amounts, 
to workmen and labourers 4 per cunt., or 
£10 each; to clerks or servants three 
months' wages, not exceeding $150 each, 
may be ordered to be paid in full, out of 
a bankrupt's estate in preference to the 
other creditors ill bankruptcy, leaving 
such wi rkmeii or clerks to prove for the 
residue (Bankruptcy, 1849, ss. 108, 101).) 
Our enactment, however, goes a gieat 

entirely neglects some limitations which 
the Imperial legislature thought necessary. 
Moreover, there is a great difference bo- 
tween giving preferences among a body of 
creditors who are all otherwise on a level, 
and taking away the right which an in- 
dividual has secured by his own diligence 
lo bestow it on one who has shown no 
diligence at all. With that 1 have 
nothing to do, but only to apply the law 
as I find it. 

Thu first thing to be observed in both 
enactments is, that they are permissive. 
The court may order this preference, if it 
flunks fit, and, therefore, there uught 
always to be some cause shown for the 
interference, or at least that tho appli- 
cants have not by their conduct forfeited 
their right to favor. Now, why should 
Thus. Lawson's workmen be preferred to 
iMuirhoad's I If Muirhead cannot get paid 
for his lumber, how is he to pay his own 
men i If like an honest employer, ho 
has already paid his workmen, he is on- 
titled to stand in their shoos. Then, why 
Tims. Muirhead's woikmen, who have 
prepared this lumber, be postponed to 
Lawson's workmen, who have worked on 
the lumber which the labor of Muirhead's 
men supplied ! Muirhead's men were tho 
first to work on tho lumber, and (treating 
Muirhead us thoir representative) tho 
first to ask the assistance of the court, 
and they have got it. Why should it bo 
taken from them / There is no reason, 
except compassion. It is natural to foci 
compassion for men working all tlay long 
for their daily wage, to provide daily 
bread for themselves and their families, 
who find themselves disappointed of thoir 
just expectation, and indignation against 
the employer, who has thus deceived 
them. But compassion and indignation 
must not operate too hastily. Is no com- 
passion to be shown for Muirhead's men I 
And have Lawson's men acted with rea- 
sonable prudence 1 Let us see the prob- 
able effect oj their conduct. The ordinary 
wages of men employed in house-building 
are, I believe, from §3 to §5 per day. 
liight or ton of Lawson's men allowing 
their wages to fall three months in arrear 
would accumulate such a preferential 
claim (if the court were, as a matter of 
course, to allow the whole,) as might 
enable Lawson to set, all his other cred- 
itors at, defiance; and he might take ad- 
vantage of this, though the workmen 
never thought of such a result. The 
court, therefore, on all applications under 
this act will probably look to tho amounts 
claimed and other circumstances, and is 
by no means bound in all cases to award 
a preference to the extent of SISOO or §400 
apiece to a dozon workmen who have been 
thus careless iu demanding their duos. 
When a man engages by tho day, ho 
evidently desires daily, or at least, weekly 
pay. I cannot consider an employer quite 
honest who defers thu payment of daily 
wages beyond very short intervals, or who 
engages a daily workman without a rea- 
sonable certainly of being able to pay 
promptly. But as to the workman, con- 
sidered rightly, if he runs in debt to his 
butcher and baker, while allowing his 
employer to withhold his daily or weekly 
pay, he does in fact unable his employer 
to retain iu his hands money belonging to 
the butcher and baker without thoir 
knowledge or consent. Moreover, ho 
enables his employer to maintain a false 
show of solvency, and to obtain, perhaps, 
credit which would not otherwise be 
granted. It, is possible that somo of tho 
lumber in this very case would not have 
boon supplied on credit, but for the laxity 
of some of Lawson's men . A workman 
on daily wages should insist upon being 
paid at the stipulated intervals, and those 
should be brief, if he desire to come 
within this act. Except in a direct case 
of falso pretences, he who gives undue 
credit is morally as blameablo aa ho who 
takes it, and more generally mischievous. 
Hero, it is true, the lumber merchant has 
given credit tu Lawson, aa well as the 
laborers; but it is iu the usual course of 
trade that tho lumber should bo sold on 
credit; it is not, 1 am happy to believe, 
iu the usual course of trade that labor 
should be supplied on credit. An em- 
ployer who .cannot pay his week's wages 
is like a banker who cannot meet his own 
notes. He is, iu fact, insolvent. And if 
ho cannot induce his banker to advance 
sufficient, to meet pay day, he must bu in 
very bad credit. When an employor has 
neither money nor credit, the sounor ho 
is stopped tho better for all parties, in- 
cluding himself. In the absence of a bank- 
ruptcy law, there appears to bo no mure 
effective proceeding that that every unpaid 



workman Bhould entor a plaint in the 
county court on the morrow of the very 
day in which default is made. That would 
probably prevent tho insolvent employer 
from getting undue credit elsewhere, and 
it is in my opinion, an open, honest courso 
for tho workman to pursue. And every 
honest contractor would be glad to see 
this done. 

I have felt much -interest in this case, 
as it is the first application made to me 
under this act, and 1 have therefore made 
those perhaps widely observations which 
may assist at the discussion of some future 
case. But they are quite extrajudicial, 
and do not bind myself, nor anybody, for 
Iain of opinion that the present applica- 
tion does not come within tho act, which 
of courso is to bo construed strictly and 
literally. Tho act gives in this instance, 
I think, tho true moaning of tho term 
"liberal" in the Interpretation act of stint. 
1872, to the court no power to interfere 
unless where there has been takon out "a 
writ of /tm'/aciasoroxocution against goods 
ro lands." And the claimant is only to get 
his preferential allowance "out of tho 
proceeds of the execution" i. o. out of 
tho proceeds of thu "goods or lands" 
soizud. Now there has boon no writ of fieri 
facias taken out, nor any execution in tho 
prosont case. There has been a receiver 
appointed ; but tho appointment was made 
without the previous issue of any fieri facias 
(auunusual course) expressly on thoground 
that a tieri facias would be useless, since by 
thoawornstatoinent.nf the judgment debtor 
ho had noil her goods nor lands to bo 
seized. It was indeed aiguod by Mr. 
Drake that the appointmcn t of a receiver 
had for its object to enable the judgment 
creditor to get satisfaction out of some 
contingent nndequitablo rights of Lawson; 
and that such appointment is even some- 
times culled an "equitable execution." 
That is perfectly true; there is doubtless 
sufficient analogy to justify the applica- 
tion of the designation as an explanatory 
phrase to some cases of receivership, e. g. 
to the present. But where there is an 
analogy between two things, that very 
circumstance shows that they aro not 
identical. Iu my opinion there is here 
neither a writ of fieri facias, nor an exe- 
cution, nor goods nor lands. The act 
does not authorise me to interfere at all. 
1 cannot tuko away a man's rights and 
give thorn to another, by inference or ana- 
logy. 1 am not authorized to do that. 
Moreover the plaintiffs hereby allege that 
they aro creditors and have not established 
any demand against Lawson. Until they 
do so 1 am not sine (hat they have any 
locus standi. They must establish their 
claims, probably, m the usual way. 1 do 
not soo any more summary method pro - 
vided by tho act, and 1 certainly could not 
adjudge them to be creditors of Lawson 
till Lawson has been heard. Perhaps it 
wuuld bo proper in such a case to establish 
their claim also as against tho judgment 
creditor in possession of an execution. 
Nothing of the kind has been done. Tho 
application must thorefoo bo refused. 1 
do not, however, think it necessary to 
make the applicants pay the receiver his 
costs of attending on this summon; he may 
add thorn to nis costs as receivor.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 



ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 24. — Contrary to his 
usual custom, Gladstone in his speech in 
tho houso of commons, last evening, read 
from manuscript the passage in which ho 
roferred to possible reform in tho Iioubo 
of lords. Tho liberals havo agreed to ro- 
fraiu from partaking in any discussion of 
the franchise bill. Tho Times, in a load- 
ing article, advises tho government to 
proceed with the subject of redistribution 
as soon as tho franchise bill has boon 
passed by the houso of commons. In 
that casu tho lords would have no oxcune 
for rejecting tho franchise bill. The 
Times likewiso advises tho houso to de- 
lay and then to direct its attention to tho 
reform of its own constitution. Such a 
reform, tho Timos thinks, would bo best 
effected by tho lords taking tho initiativo 
themselves. 

London, Oct. 24. — Tho cabinet havo 
not yet sanctioned tho advance of . the 
Nilo expedition to Khartoum. They will 
not decide tho question before tho return 
of Lord Northbrook, British high com- 
missioner, who is now in Egypt. Wolsoley 
will bo ready hy November 1st to ad- 
vance from Wudy Haifa to Carrus. 

London, Oct. 24. — Tho man-of-war 
Rambler recoived orders to proceed to 
Chinese waters in November. 

IRELAND. 

Duui.in, Oct. 24. — It is proposed to 
raise by subscription a fund of £10,000 
for tho benefit of tho family of tho late 
Alexander M. Sullivan. 

Tho wookly national Irish papors aro 
exulting over tho resignation of Trovol- 
yan. 

CHINA. 

Paris, Oct. 24. — Reports aro current 
here that tho Chinoso are pushing thoir 
advance into Tonquin, and are about to 
beseige Hanghoa, 

Hanoi, Oct. 24. — The remainder of tho 
Chinese troops before Chu havo been 
withdrawn. Tho Chinese thero havo 
abandoned thoir entrenchments. 

GERMANY. 
Prague, Oct. 24. — La Politic says: 
Previously to tho Duko of Brunswick's 
death, Bismarck indirectly informed tho 
Duko of Cumberland that ho would 
recognize him as Duko of Brunswick pro- 
vided ho would renounce all claims to tho 
thronoof Hanover. The Duko of Cum - 
berland replied: "My father's son shall 
bo King of Hanover and Duko of Bruns- 
wick, or ho shall remain Duko of Cum- 
berland." 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 24. — Only two 
of the persons reported to have been 
executed at St. Potorsburg citadel last 
Saturday for political offenses, paid tho 
death penalty. The sentonoes of both 
women and of tho othor four ofllcers of 
tho Russian army, woro commuted to 
banishment to Siberia. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Oct. 24.— The failures 
throughout the country for tho last sovon 
days wero: In tho United States.

FELLOW HUMANS. 

Remarkable Race ol Pigmies 
in Central Africa. 

The diminutive specimens of South Af- 
rican Larthmeu now exhibited at the West- 
minster Aquarium by Mr. Farini have 
awakened much curiosity. We do not re- 
member that specimens of this pigmy race 
havo ever previously been brought to Eng- 
land for exhibition, but it is on record that 
Schweiufnrth, the African explorer, obtain- 
ed ft pigmy of the Akka tribe tho equa- 
torial regions for tho purpose of convoying 
it to Europe. It died, liowovor, at Berber, 
and the honor of being tho lirst to convey, 
not merely individual, but a family party of 
half a dozen meiubere, appears, therefore, 
to rest with .Mr. Healey, who was sent out 
to Africa with that special object. Ho suc- 
ceeded after an arduous and hazardous 
journey of eight months through a desert, 
region in finding his Eurthmou, conveying 
them — or rather six out of the twelve in- 
duced to accompany him — to Capo Town, 
and getting them onboard ship. Tho chief 
of tho party, who towers giant-like above 
his male companions, is 1ft. Gin. in height: 
his wife is half an inch taller, and the two 
other adults are respectively 4ft. 1 %in, and 
lft. lin. A girl of twelve, and a child, 
which though six years old, is still- carried 
in arms, though it can |run with tho swift- 
ness of an antelope, completed tho party. 
Their habits indicate a very low type of 
humanity, and their ordinary life is ap- 
parently an aimless wandering to and fro, 
except for tho purposes of obtaining food 
by tho chase. Putting aside courage, and 
perhaps, gratitude, all their virtues seem to 
be negative, while their vices include cun- 
ning, treachery, cruelty (such as leaving 
their old to die, or using them as bait for 
tho lions) gluttony and laziness. Their 
notions of domesticity are simply uou-ox- 
istent. During the dry season they are 
homeless, sleeping at night on tho "sand: 
but when the period of rainfall comes they 
either burrow in holes or take up their 
quarters in disused ant-hills, crowding close 
together and sleeping on the haunches. At 
the Aquarium a section model of ono of 
theso ant-hills was shown, and the euse 
with which five of the party stowed them- 
selves away in their cramped dormitory 
proved the suppleness of their limbs, if it 
did not create a very exalted opinion of 
their household comfort. — London Paper.
